This being the First Day of the Eighth Session of the Eighth 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for the despatch 
of business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour the Hon- 
ourable John Campbell Bowen, Lieutenant Governor, dated the 
Twenty-first day of December, 1938.

His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


It is with pleasure that I welcome you to the Eighth Session 
of the Eighth Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


The proposed visit of Their Majesties King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth to the Province this year will be an event unpre- 
cedented in Provincial annals. We look forward to their visit 
with sincere feelings of patriotism and heartfelt appreciation. 
We trust that many of our people will take advantage of the 
opportunity to show their loyalty and allegiance to His Gracious 
Majesty and His Royal Consort. Every provision will be made to 
give our people this privilege. 


It is a matter of satisfaction that the past year has been 
marked by some improvement in general conditions throughout 
the Province. Statistics substantiate the various indications of 
steady business progress. It is also encouraging to note that 
there has been a decrease in the number of unemployed in the 
Province. Labour legislation passed by my Government has also 
produced beneficial results. Through the activities of the Board 
of Industrial Relations thousands of dollars have been restored 
to employees, thereby increasing their purchasing power. 


In the field of Education, it is worthy to note the advances 
made in reorganizing the administrative machinery for Rural 
Education. The Larger School Units covering 90% of the 
Province now number forty-four. Where they have been in 
operation for some time they are proving very satisfactory, and 
their record of accomplishment is most gratifying. It is antici- 
pated that within a few years, financial arrangements, adequate 
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housing and a comprehensive plan of high school education with 
a reasonably varied programme, will have been provided in all 
parts of the Province. 


In the High School Curriculum all subjects appear in a 
common programme, and selections are made in accordance with 
inclinations and aptitudes of the students, supplemented by such 
guidance as parents and teachers can give, and subject to such 
limitations as previous performance has imposed. My Govern- 
ment has under consideration the teaching possibilities of the 
Radio and Sound Film. At an early date my Ministers hope to 
give attention to the provision of suitable educational pro- 
grammes, and the best technique for using the Cinema. My 
Government seeks to complete the task of reorganizing Rural 
Education and the administration of the Curriculum; to work 
out some plan whereby no child of ability will be prevented from 
developing its powers to capacity because of lack of opportunity. 


Projects for Youth Training under the Dominion-Provincial 
Scheme have been set up, and have done much to build the morale 
of our boys and girls and fit them for vocational occupation. The 
co-operation of business and industry has been excellent and my 
Government expresses its appreciation for the valuable service 
rendered the 6,000 young people engaged in these projects. My 
Government feels its responsibility is not fully discharged when 
it brings the boy or girl to the point where the school has no 
further contribution to make. It feels that time and money can 
be profitably spent to direct youth along lines where their abilities 
can be employed, so as to give the maximum results in the way of 
satisfaction to themselves, and service to society. The 1938-39 
agreement involves an expenditure of $120,000 as the Province’s 
share toward Youth Training. 


In the field of Medical Service, it is my pleasure to report 
progress. We have the distinction of being the only Province 
in the Dominion of Canada that provides a District Nursing ser- 
vice to people cut off from Medical Services. Fourteen nurses 
were employed during the year. Travelling Clinics have done 
much to preserve the health of our boys and girls in rural com- 
munities. A Maternal Welfare Act will be presented for your 
consideration. It will increase the number of district nurses and 
enable my Government to add to the service now being given. 


The Tuberculosis programme which was put into effect in 
1936 marked a great forward step in the prevention and control 
of this disease, placing this Province among the leaders in the 
fight against Tuberculosis. 


The number of Infantile Paralysis cases cared for by my 
Government during 19388 was Eighty-two. Assistance was given 
to Poliomyelitis patients to enable them to continue their studies 
and vocational training. My Government will continue to take 
progressive steps towards ultimate State Medicine. 


In the field of Agriculture, the Province’s reputation has been 
further enhanced by the success of its prize winners at the two 
greatest agriculture exhibitions on the North American con- 
tinent, namely Toronto and Chicago. I extend my congratulations 
to all who brought honour to the Province at these exhibitions, 
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and especially to the youthful brothers in the Wembley district 
who won at Chicago the coveted titles of ““Wheat King” and “Oat 
King’. 

My Government will inaugurate further progressive policies 
for the improvement of the Live Stock industry, Fur-raising in- 
dustry, Poultry and Bee industries. Consideration will be given 
to the problem of production, processing, transportation and 
marketing of farm products. Negotiations have been completed 
which will insure a supply of Vaccine at a reasonable price for 
the prevention of sleeping-sickness in horses. My Government 
will continue to give the most careful consideration to all measures 
calculated to promote and stabilize agriculture. 


During the past year, my Government instituted a new policy 
of rural road building by means of tax arrears and cash assistance 
to the Municipalities and Improvement Districts. The scheme 
received such whole-hearted co-operation from the rural areas 
that it is intended to further expand the scheme during the com- 
ing year. It is also the intention of my Government to continue 
the policy of hard-surfacing arterial highways as rapidly as 
possible. My Government is faced with a serious situation with 
respect to wooden bridges due to the tremendous increase in 
heavy truck traffic. This situation will be dealt with as far as 
funds can be made available. The construction of a winter road 
from Grimshaw to Great Slave Lake has been started and it is 
expected the work will be completed before Spring. This will 
provide a much needed outlet for the Agricultural products of 
the Peace River and Fort Vermilion districts, as well as encourage 
the mineral development in this northern area. 


My Government will also continue to press for the improve- 
ment of the transportation facilities on the McMurray-Goldfields 
route, in order to be able to handle the greatly increased traffic 
to the far north. 


During the year just past my Government provided Treasury 
Branch service for the people of the Province. Since this service 
is inseparably bound up with the development of Alberta indus- 
tries, it would seem desirable, in response to widespread demand, 
to extend branches and agencies until a network is established 
in all the key points of the Province. For this purpose estimates 
will be placed before you at this Session. 


The past year has been marked by the organization of many 
new Co-operative Societies throughout the Province. There has 
also been much interest in the organization of Credit Unions, 
ten of which are now in operation and a similar number are in 
process of organization. 


My Ministers, at the request of the Legislative Assembly 
on March 24th, 1938, appointed a Commission to investigate the 
feasibility of taking over the wholesale and retail distribution 
of petroleum products in the Province, and to inquire into the 
spread between the field price of crude oil and wholesale 
and retail prices of refined petroleum products with a view to 
bringing about a reduction in the consumer price of the said 
products. The Commission has not yet completed its labours. 


Pursuant to a resolution of the Legislative Assembly of 
November 17th, 1938, a representative Committee of the House 
was appointed for the purpose of considering Schedule “A” of 
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The Legislative Assembly Act, and to recommend to this As- 
sembly any changes to the Electoral Divisions in this Province 
that may be deemed advisable. This Committee will present its 
report at this Session of the Legislature. 


“THE CASE FOR ALBERTA”, a comprehensive review of 
Alberta’s Social and Economie position and its relations to both 
the Dominion as a whole and to other Provinces, has been sub- 
mitted to the highest court in the land—the Sovereign People 
of Canada—confident that in this quarter it will receive the 
unbiased consideration which the grave nature of our problem 
demands. 


Unemployment relief and its administration by my Govern- 
ment, under the terms and conditions imposed by the Dominion, 
have received an exhaustive and sympathetic study by a special 
Committee appointed for that purpose. Media have been pro- 
vided whereby those in destitute circumstances may obtain rea- 
sonable assistance. My Government has devoted a great deal of 
its attention to rehabilitating those persons who are so unfor- 
tunate as to be deprived of their employment or their land owing 
to the present financial system, and to assisting them in becoming 
re-established by making our abundant natural resources avail- 
able. 


The question of Municipal taxation has received careful con- 
sideration by my Government. The land tax has become more 
burdensome with the years, and proposals for the cancellation of 
this tax and replacing it by a more equitable method of taxation, 
based on ability to pay, has been given extensive study. Pending 
the development of these proposals, my Government has en- 
deavoured to ease the burden of tax arrears by enabling people 
to work off part of these arrears. Legislation for the cancellation 
of certain old agricultural advances still existing as a charge 
against farm lands in the Province will be submitted for your 
consideration. | 


The Debt Adjustment Board has performed valuable service 
in assisting debtors and creditors to arrive at an adjustment 
which has enabled debtors to meet their obligations. Further 
legislation will be submitted with the object of facilitating the 
work of the Debt Adjustment Board in this respect. 


The development of the oil industry has progressed rapidly, 
with production figures showing an increase of approximately 
two and one-half times that of the previous year. As a result 
of this increased development, the British Admiralty has inter- 
ested itself in the Turner Valley field. 


Since the Special Session of the Legislature in November, 
the Petroleum and Natural Gas Conservation Board has made 
satisfactory progress in the conservation of the oil and gas 
resources of the Province, and has also undertaken the supervision 
of drilling operations under the Oil and Gas Wells regulations. 


The lack of markets still handicaps the coal-mining industry, 
but my Government is making every effort to extend the markets 
for this valuable resource. To this end my Government is co- 
operating with the National Coal Committee in its endeavour 
to establish a National Coal Policy, and to improve conditions for 
development. of this industry in the west. 
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A further number of important measures will be brought 
before you for consideration. 


The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year will be submitted 
for your consideration. You will also be asked to consider the 
Estimates for the coming year which have been prepared with 
a view to the strictest economy consistent with the efficiency 
of the Government offices and the provision of essential social 
services. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session with full con- 
fidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and respon- 
sibilities in the best interests and the general welfare of the 
Province. 


I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your work.

Is it the policy of the Department to destroy surplus 
birds? If so, how many were destroyed in the six 
months period September 1st, 1938, to March Ist, 
1939? At what points were they destroyed, and 
under what authority were they destroyed? 
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A. 38. Yes, it is the policy of the Department to destroy 


surplus birds, but only in cases where the male birds 
have become too numerous. All those who are con- 
versant with the habits of this bird know that if the 
males become too numerous they tear up the nests 
in the spring, and the result is there is no hatch. 
Under Section 385, Page 85, of The Game Act, the 
Game Commissioner may send a Salaried Game 
Officer, Forestry Officer or Fishery Officer to destroy 
these birds. 


At the request of a party in the Irvine district, 
a few male pheasants were shot there; 


At the request of Dr. Folinsbee, an attempt was 
made to live-trap pheasants on his farm close to 
Edmonton. This proved to be unsuccessful owing 
to the fact that a number of small boys arrived there 
the day previous and with their rifle shooting scat- 
tered the birds; 


At the present moment the Game Branch has 
received a request from Mr. Taylor, of Brooks, to 
eliminate some of the male pheasants at his one- 
thousand-acre farm at that point; 


We also have another request from Dr. Terwil- 
legar, of Edmonton, to eliminate a number of male 
pheasants on his farm at White Mud Creek, near 
Edmonton ; 

A small number of male pheasants were killed 
at the Poultry Plant, Mental Hospital, Ponoka; 

In all cases, the carcasses of these pheasants 
are given, as much as possible, to those who have 
raised or fed them.

present assistant manager of the E.I.D. This arrangement is 
to continue until an opportunity has been given to investigate 
the whole situation, after which the water users of the project 
will elect a board of trustees to carry on their business. 

“The only desire of the Government is to discharge its 
responsibilities under The Irrigation Districts Act, as well as 
The Eastern Irrigation Districts Act, and to assist in preserving 
for the water users on the E. I. D. those conditions which will 
prevent that district from becoming a charge on the people of 
the Province as a whole. 

‘“A new manager of the E. I. D. will be appointed by the board 
of trustees which is elected following the investigation.
